Labor Day Seraoo. 

A sermon appropriates to the holiday 
known ae Labor Day was preached on 
Sunday evening by Bev. Dr. J.L. Hurl- 
but in the Park M. E. Church. Dr. 
Hnribut’s subject was "A Workingman 
Need Not hf Ashamed,” and be selected 
Paul of Tarsus as tbs Bible type of a 
workingman. I)r, Hurlbut spoke. In 
part as follows: 

“ It Is not my purpose to discuss the 
labor queetioa. Most of those who have 
talked on Uti* subject, both in the pulpit 
and elsewhere, hare known nothing of 
It, either from the point of view of the 
workingman or the employer of labor. 
I propose rather to etudy tke example 
of a practical workingman, who Uved 
•ome centuries ago, named Paul of Tar¬ 
sus. Paul was a workingman, not for 
• local color,' as a writer of Ae4k>a, nor 
for experience ae a oollege professor, nor 
as a lecturer on the labor question. He 
worked every day for hie dally bread. 
And ba was In good oompany. Most 
of the millionaires, and almost half 
of the Presidents of our oouotry, were 
workingmen. I saw In Greenville,Tenn., 
a Utile shop, over which ^till stands the 
sign 'A. Johnson, Tailor,' where the 
seventeenth President of the United 
States worked at hie trade. No one 
oeed be ashamed of being a workingman. 

“Paul wae a worhlogman, but that 
did Hot preveut him from being a perfeot 
gentleman. When we read of labor 
rloes, of workingmen who are coarse, 
rude, drunken, people eay: 1 What can 
you expeot of a man compelled to labor?’ 
But here was a toller who was always 
refined, courteous, and thoughtful of 
others. And there are thousands of 
•uoh among the working classes; and 
taoh* should be o*tory worker. The se¬ 
cret of Paul's gentlemanly bearing was 
bit love for bit fellow-men, no matter 
Who they were. 

(■ “ Paul was a workingman, and he wae 
bt the sometime e student and a scholar. 
Hta was plstn living and high thinking. 

I knew a mechanic who educated him¬ 
self for a physician, and Is now a sue- 
oeeeful praotltioapr among hie former 
fellow operatives; a stenographer who 
prepared herself for oollege, and sup¬ 
ported herself In oollege by her trade; 
a blacksmith who Is an excellent Bible 
student. Any workman wbo will give 
half an hour each day to the study of 


the best books can become a scholar. 

“ Paul wae a workingman, and be was 
at the same time a worshiper of God. 
He went to oburob. ae every working¬ 
man should go. It Is not true that our 
churches are for the wealthy and not for 
the workers. Two-thlrde of the oburob 
membership in our land belong to the 
working olaee. The man wbo lives 
wisely will osre for bis soul no less than 
for bis body, fie will gain as s worker 
by the higher life, and ke will be Im¬ 
measurably happier for tt. 

" Pan! was sot only s workingman, 
but he was also a workar foe Christ. Ha 
supported himself by labor la meklag 
teats, sod gave his lei eur i time to weTt- 
Ihg far the g o s pe l . Beits wrklsgm ss 
sod wsmsa think that they have ao time 
to taaah la the Sunday-school or to ee- 
gage to the activities of the ohuroh; hot 
there ore few who would eat be benefited 
tbeouelvee end benefit others by givtog 
e pert of their time to Christian work. 
Charles Lamb took hie hours of reorta- 
ttoe after labor la writing essays, and 
now hie 'Recreations’ ere of mere value 
to the world of readers than the big 
ledgers wbleh he wrote during his work¬ 
ing hoars In the Indie House. The 
work whloh you do for Christ will out¬ 
weigh In their reeults all the toll of your 
bande. 

•• Let ue all be workers for God and 
for humanity.”
